
OUR IM-MOTABIUTY 


A DISABLED couple from 
Harlow this week hit out after a 
charity stripped them of a car 
amid allegations they improperly 
used it to make money. 

Pauline Dukes (50), of The Downs, 
learned on Tuesday that one of two vehi¬ 
cles she and partner Robert Timms (65) 
obtained via the Government-funded 
Motability scheme will be taken away - 
because she used it to help her son deliv¬ 
er catalogues. 

Mrs Dukes, who chose to invest her dis¬ 
ability allowance in the scheme to help pay for 
the car, claimed the charity - which has 
offices in Roydon Road, Harlow - took back 
the Renault Kangoo because it believed the 
vehicle was used “as a business” and the cou¬ 
ple were therefore in breach of their contract. 

But she emphatically denied the charge, 
claiming she had only been helping her 22- 
year-old son Mark by driving him around the 
neighbourhood to deliver catalogues for just 
one week and had at no time used the car as a 
means to make money for herself. 

“I can’t believe that they would take our car 
away for something like this,” she said. “We 
were only driving our son around to help him 
earn a bit of money for his studies.

“We spent a week helping him out - how 
does that add up to using the car for business 
purposes? I’m planning to appeal against this 
decision - they assessed me and my needs and 
deemed me eligible to get a car but now 
they’ve just taken it away for no reason.” 

Her partner Mr Timms, who suffers from 
polymyalgia and is largely wheelchair-bound, 
also faces the potential loss of his Motability 
car due to an ongoing dispute with the 
Department for Work and Pensions over his 
Disability Living Allowance. 

“If Rob’s car is taken away too, we really 
will be left high and dry with no way of get¬ 
ting around,” said Mrs Dukes. “We rely on 
those cars for so much - are Motability going 
to send someone round to do our shopping? I 
don’t think so.” 

A Motability spokeswoman said the charity 
would not comment on individual cases but 
added: “In general, Motability may act if it is 
believed the terms and conditions of an agree¬ 
ment may have been breached but only after 
thorough inquiries. 

“This is to help protect the scheme’s repu¬ 
tation and its affordability to our many dis¬

Savage pitbull 
strikes twice 
more in town 

SAFETY concerns are 
mounting after reports this 
week of two further attacks on 
small dogs by a ferocious 
pitbull-terrier cross, allowed to 
roam free by its owner. 
Following the Star's report last 
week on the mauling of a 
springer spaniel puppy, two 
other dog-owners have come 
forward with strikingly similar 
stories. 

Pauline Black, of Parsonage 
Leys, Harlow, told how her pet 

- also a young springer spaniel 

- was attacked by a dog 
matching the same description 
close to the scene of last week’s 
incident in St Mark’s underpass. 
“My kids were out walking our 
dog in the woods behind St 
Mark’s when this terrier-pitbull 
cross came hurtling towards 
them and pinned him down,” 
she said. 

“It clamped its jaws around his 
neck and started biting him. My 
son tried to drag it off but 
couldn’t. Then the dog’s owner 
appeared and punched it to 
make it stop. He gave my kids a 
mobile number, which turned 
out to be false, and offered to 
pay any vet’s bills. 

“He said his name was Joe and 
told them the dog had been 
rescued and he was in the 
process of training him up. 

“He was very apologetic but 
obviously he can’t be bothered 
to muzzle it or even keep it on a 
lead. It’s surely only a matter of 
time before this dangerous 
animal attacks a young child, 
which would be disastrous.” 


Both sides 'justified' 
by college row probe 


A SPECIAL investigation by the 
Government’s further education 
regulator has been seized upon as a 
victory by both sides in the bitter 
dispute at Harlow College. 

Both principal Colin Hindmarch and 
his opponents have claimed vindication 
of their positions following publication 
of the Learning and Skills Council report 
into the ability of the college to deliver 
education in the town after September. 

The report - compiled at the request of 
Harlow MP Bill Rammell - was interpreted by 
the University and College Union and its sup¬ 
porters as a damning rebuke of the principal 
and governors, with suggestions the LSC’s 
recommendations could be equated to putting 
a school into ‘special measures’. 

However, Mr Hindmarch and governors’ 
chairman Martin Coleman welcomed the 
report and insist the LSC backs their strategy. 

The recommendations direct the college to 
develop its action plan, implement “develop¬ 
ment and team/ethos building” for managers 
and governors, accept LSC support for the 
senior management team and curriculum 
areas, and appoint two new governors. 

Mr Hindmarch said 96 per cent of staff 
required for the new academic year have been 
appointed and the college will be able to offer 
a hill programme come September. 

“We have been working hard to ensure all 
our staff are of the high calibre needed to 
deliver the excellence our college and our stu¬ 
dents need,” he said. 

However, the UCU’s Barry Lovejoy said the

report was a “wake-up call” for Mr Hindmarch 
to listen to his staff 

“An enormous proportion of the teaching 
staff have left, many of whom were very expe¬ 
rienced and highly rated,” he said. 

Jim Rogers of the Save Our College group, 
which includes students and parents, said the 
LSC’s recommendations were “akin to special 
measures”, adding: “They’re only called ‘rec¬ 
ommendations’ because that’s the civil servant 
speak that the LSC favour. If you read them, 
they are actually demands not requests.” 

In a public meeting at Harlow Civic Centre 
on Sunday, a motion calling for the resigna¬ 
tions of Mr Hindmarch and Mr Coleman won 
unanimous support. 

Mr Rammell, who chaired the meeting and 
has since requested a meeting with the princi¬ 
pal and governors to relay its concerns, said 
the LSC recommendations were “positive”. 

“External management advice to the col¬ 
lege management team should help avoid a 
repetition of some of the mistakes that have 
been made recently,” he said. “Two extra gov¬ 
ernors should help improve the standard of 
governance and oversight at the college and I 
am pressing that one of these should be a full¬ 
time, experienced, trade union official.” 

# A poll on the Star's website asked “Is 
Harlow College principal Colin Hindmarch 
right to introduce his new teaching and learn¬ 
ing strategy?" Of 359 votes, 95.8 per cent said 
‘no’ and 4.2 per cent said ‘yes’. 


A second dog-owner, who did 
not want to be named, said her 
puppy was “tossed around like a 
rag doll” and her boyfriend 
bitten by what she described as 
a “vicious” brown and white 
Staffordshire terrier while 
walking in Harlow Town Park. 
“The owners didn’t seem to be 
bothered despite repeated pleas 
for them to stop their dog, so 
my partner had to intervene 
himself and that was when the 
dog bit him on the hand. He had 
to go to hospital for stitches and 
our puppy had to be taken to the 
vet’s as he’d sustained a 
puncture wound. 

“I can’t believe how 
irresponsible the owners of this 
vicious animal are. Imagine if it 
attacked a child - it would be 
horrifying.” 

A Harlow police spokesman 
warned dog owners and parents 
of young children to be on 
guard against further attacks, 
adding: “Dog owners are 
reminded to keep proper control 
of their animal. 

“A dog that attacks others could 
eventually cause serious harm 
to a child or other person, as 
recent appalling incidents 
elsewhere in the country have 
shown.”

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A FORMER champion 
cyclist and keen member of 
Harlow Cycling Club has 
led a special ride to 
remember the life of a 
sporting colleague who died 
40 years ago. 

Former Tour De France 
competitor Vin Denson (71) has 
just returned from Mont Ventoux 
in the south of France, where 
fellow rider Tom Simpson died in 
1967 at the age of 29. 

Mr Denson, from High Laver near 
Harlow, was joined by a group of 
family and friends for the tribute to 
his old friend, who died after over¬ 
exerting himself in stifling heat as he 
competed in the famous race. 

After a leisurely ride up the peak, the 
group paused for reflection at a 
memorial to Tom, who is considered 
by many in the sport to be one of 
Britain’s greatest ever cyclists. 

They followed the route of a race 
which was held in his memory for 
many years but ended 12 years ago. 
Mr Denson, who rode in six Tour De 


Frances and is the only Briton to 
have won the Tour Of Luxembourg, 
first met Tom when he was 16 before 
going on to ride alongside him some 
years later. Although rivals in 
different teams, they remained close 
friends. 

“I still remember when Tom died,” 
he said. "I was some way behind him 
on the mountain and by the time I 
caught up with him he was on the 
ground. 

“I pushed past the crowds and 
looked at him up from his feet to his 
glazed eyes. I thought he looked 
really bad but my manager was there 
and said to me ‘Come on, get back 
on your bike - he'll be fine. You can’t 
hang around here all day’. 

“It was only that evening that I found 
out he had died. I was so shocked.” 
Mr Denson said that for 25 years he 
could not face the mountain and to 
this day can remember vividly the 
sight that greeted him at the point 
where Tom died 

“But now I have been back a few 
times it’s easier to see the positive 
side and remember the massive 
contribution Tom made to the great 
sport of cycling,” he added.

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Tesco fire may 
have been due 
to oven fault 

AN electrical fault in an oven is 
believed to have caused a fire at 
the Tesco superstore in 
Edinburgh Way, Harlow, at the 
weekend. 

The blaze, which broke out at 
about 3.30am on Saturday, 
started in a large industrial oven 
in the bakery section towards 
the rear of the store. 

But smoke quickly spread 
throughout the premises and 
staff and customers at the 24- 
hour branch were evacuated by 
the time fire crews from 
Harlow, Epping, 

Sawbridgeworth and 
Chelmsford arrived at the scene. 
Leading firefighter Paul Mason, 
based at Harlow Fire Station, 
helped tackle the fire and said 
aferwards: “The store was 
heavily smoke-logged and 
crews entered the building 
wearing breathing apparatus. 

The crews used a thermal 
imaging camera to find the seat 
of the fire and one hose reel jet 
was used to extinguish the 
flames. 

“The crews worked very 
quickly to stop the fire 
spreading to the rest of the store 
and in extremely arduous 
conditions due to the location of 
the fire.”

A GYM in Harlow has come under fire 
from the town’s MP after he received 
complaints about its membership rules 
and accusations of aggressive marketing 
and exploitation of vulnerable customers. 

Bill Rammell has called on Esporta, in The 
Water Gardens, to urgently review its recruit¬ 
ment policy, applications process and terms and 
conditions of membership after receiving sever¬ 
al concerning letters from constituents. 

Mr Rammell contacted the Star about his dispute 
with the fitness club after he tried to raise his concerns 
directly with the firm but was infuriated to only receive 
a “cut and paste job” letter in reply. 

Not only was the letter from the Harlow gym’s mem¬ 
ber relations assistant sent to the MP’s home, but it 
addressed him as if he had written in with his own per¬ 
sonal membership query. 

Now Mr Rammell has fired off another dispatch to 
Esporta’s chief executive but has yet to hear back. 

Among the Harlow residents who approached the 
MP are a woman who, after making a single initial 
enquiry about joining the gym, felt “heavily pressured” 
into signing up, to the extent that she even receiving a 
series of mobile phone text messages after her visit. 

She did join but after five days realised she had mis¬ 
understood the “inadequately explained” terms and 
conditions. However, when she tried to cancel her 
membership, despite never having used the gym, she 
was told she was tied into a 12-month contract. She 
cancelled her direct debit but is now being pursued for 
payment. 

In another case, an 18-year-old woman recovering 
from a stress-related illness joined the club but shortly 
afterwards lost her job as a result of her condition. As 
a result, she was unable to afford the £64 a month 
membership but she too was unable to cancel. 

She is now under psychiatric care in a hospital men¬ 
tal health unit and her family told Mr Rammell they 
believed she had been “exploited”. 

Attacking Esporta - which was investigated earlier 
this year by the BBC’s consumer affairs programme 
Watchdog - as “obdurate”, an exasperated Mr 
Rammell said its response so far was “barely worth the 
paper it’s typed on”. 

“Esporta have clearly gone out of their way not to 
investigate my concerns,” he said. “I’m very concerned 
their sloppy response illustrates just what they think of 
their customers and local people here in Harlow. 

“People have the right to change their mind. There 
should be a minimum cooling-off period, especially as 
my constituents feel they were pressured into signing.” 

The Star attempted to contact Esporta for comment 
on several occasions but it had failed to respond as we 
went to press.

On a quest to 'be 
right' and beyond 



W E looked at the life of glass 
substitute magnate and one¬ 
time Epping and Harlow 
MP Claude Nigel Byam Davies last 
month when reader Gordon Chase 
shared his nickname of ‘The Boss’ 
and his curious system of parking. 
David Devine at The Museum of Harlow 
has been good enough to dig out this 
wonderful picture of the man during the 
1950 election campaign under the odd 
slogan: “Vote Conservative - and be right”! 
We think Davies - who went by his middle name 
Nigel - is the man with the dog, while the others 
are his campaign team. 

But as Stan Newens, who was the area’s Labour 
MP some time later, explained, there was much 
more to Davies’ life than politics and fake glass. 
“The Windolite factory was established by Lt Col 
Claude Davies DSO and was situated in Fore 
Street,” he told Nostalgia. “His son, Claude 
Nigel Byam Davies, born in September 1920, 
was educated at Eton and Aix-en-Provence. After 
Sandhurst, he was commissioned in the Grenadier 
Guards and served in the Middle East, Italy and 
the Balkans during World War II. After the war, 
he became the managing director of Windolite. 
“He was selected as prospective Parliamentary 
Conservative candidate for Epping and defeated 
the sitting Labour MP, Mrs Leah Manning, in the 
1950 General Election. 

“He did not fight the 1951 General Election. The 
successful Conservative candidate was Graeme 
Finlay, who served as MP for Epping until my 
victory in 1964.” 


Former Harlow journalist Paul Hopkins also got 
in touch to explain why Davies’ Parliamentary 
career was so short-lived. 

“When he was MP, the Labour government had a 
majority of only six,” he said. “As a result, he 
had to spend a lot of time in the House of 
Commons trying to defeat the government in 
votes and couldn’t run Windolite as well. It was 
for that reason that at the 1951 election he 
handed over to Graeme Finlay.” 

But it was in his later life that saw perhaps the 


Windolite man’s greatest achievements. Mr 
Newens recalled: “Nigel Davies settled in 
Mexico City in 1962, having taken a Ph.D in 
archaeology at London University. He devoted 
himself to the history of ancient America on 
which he lectured. He wrote a number of books, 
including The Aztecs (1973), The Ancient 
Kingdom Of Peru (1997) and many in between. 
“He was awarded the Order of the Aztec Eagle 
by the President of Mexico for cultural services 
to the country.”

A FTER many people’s 
reminiscences about 
shopping in Market Street, 
Old Harlow, reader Chris 
Rees has written in about 
two shops he remembers 
from nearby Fore Street.

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Travellers site 
to get facelift 
worth £22,000 

MORE than £22,000 is to be 
spent sprucing up a Harlow site 
for gipsies and travellers, the 
Government has announced. 

The camp in Elizabeth Way is 
to receive a £22,010 share of 
£16m stumped up by the 
Department for Communities 
and Local Government to 
extend or refurbish sites 
throughout England. 

It is one of 11 Essex sites to be 
awarded funding via Essex 
County Council, which will 
carry out the work. 

Announcing the windfall, 
gipsies and travellers minister 
Iain Wright said: “We look to 
local authorities to show real 
leadership in taking forward 
what can be a contentious issue 
on the ground. 

“The grant supports local 
authorities and registered social 
landlords to increase the 
number of authorised sites for 
gipsies and travellers.” 

Bargain scooter

A HARLOW teenager who 
bought a stolen scooter for £80 
has been ordered to pay a legal 
bill of more £500.

Lab owner denies a 
bio-security breach

THE laboratory which is under 
investigation as a possible source 
of the Surrey foot and mouth 
disease outbreak is controlled by 
a Harlow company. 

Vaccine manufacturer Merial 
Animal Health Ltd, which has its UK 
headquarters at Harlow Business 
Park, in Roydon Road, is at the centre 
of a storm over the outbreak which 
threatens to devastate British agricul¬ 
ture for the second time in six years. 

The firm shares the Pirbright site - 
which officials believe to be the source of 
the disease which affects cattle, pigs, 
sheep and other animals - with the 
Government-funded Institute for Animal 
Health. 

Investigations are currently underway 
to pinpoint the exact source of the strain, 
which is identical to that used within both 
institutions. 

Merial has strongly denied any breach 
in its bio-security procedures but in an 
ironic development has benefited from 
the recurrence of the disease - which it is 
estimated could cost the rural economy 
tens of millions of pounds - since the 
Government has ordered 300,000 doses of 
foot and mouth vaccine from the compa¬ 
ny. 

A Merial spokesman this week defend¬ 
ed its standards, stating: “We have been 
operating at the Pirbright site for 15 years

While we at 
Merial have complete confidence in the 
integrity of our bio-security, and our ini¬ 


tial investigation shows no breach in our 
procedures, it is really too early in this 
investigation for anyone to determine the 
cause of the outbreak.” 

Meanwhile, restrictions on cattle move¬ 
ments, which have been imposed on 
111,000 farms throughout the UK, have 
had an impact at Pets Corner, in Harlow 
Town Park. 


No livestock is allowed to enter or leave 
the popular attraction under the conditions 
imposed by the Department for the 
Environment, Food and Rural Affairs. 

However, other parts of Pets Corner 
remain open to the public and a 
spokesman for operator Harlow Council 
said it was largely business as usual at the 
site.

Harlow pilots plan 
for cheaper homes 


A NEW national pilot scheme 
seeking to increase the supply 
of ‘affordable’ housing is to be 
implemented in Harlow. 

Harlow Council is one of just 
14 authorities in the UK to have 
been chosen for the trial, which 
will see homes built on council 
land for the first time in a gen¬ 
eration. 

At present, public land ear¬ 
marked for housing is usually 
sold to developers because 
councils are not allowed to 
build homes - but under the 
pilot, Harlow will be able to 
retain land but develop it as part 
of a joint venture local housing 
company. 

Although new homes will be 
built and funded by developers, 
the council will retain a stake 
which should increase in value. 

Each site will include a mini¬ 
mum 50 per cent ‘affordable’ 


housing, which will be shared- 
equity homes in which the 
householder buys only part of 
the property and is able to 
increase the share over time. 

The council says it is too 
early to give details of the num¬ 
ber of homes to be built in 
Harlow or where. However, the 
Government claims the project 
will result in 35,000 extra 
homes, 17,500 of them ‘afford¬ 
able’, throughout the country. 

Joint Harlow Council leader 
Tony Durcan (Labour) said the 
pilot was exciting, adding: 
“Harlow is growing but we need 
to enable young people to stay 
and live and work in the town. 
There are already a large num¬ 
ber of people on the housing 
register and too many people 
having to pay high private sec¬ 
tor rents. This will give our 
young people a real chance.”

THOUSANDS of scouts 
from all parts of the world 
have converged on Essex to 
celebrate the movement’s 
centenary with the 
fortnight-long World Scout 
Jamboree.

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Operation to 
crush illegal 
bikes is a hit

NUISANCE motorbikes 
have been turned to scrap 
metal to mark the re-launch 
of a scheme which has 
proved to be a crushing blow 
to illegal riders. 

Operation Catch And Crush, a 
joint initiative between Harlow 
police and Harlow Council, was 
launched last year and proved so 
popular with residents blighted 
by noisy and dangerous unli¬ 
censed bikes, quads and ‘mini- 
mo tos’ that it is back. 

A large JCB digger was driven 
into Market Square last Wednesday 
to destroy confiscated vehicles in 
full view of the public - but in con¬ 
trast to a similar stunt last year when 
dozens of bikes were smashed to 
bits, this time only two got the treat¬ 
ment. 

In the latest phase of the opera¬ 
tion, five warnings were issued but 
only two riders stripped of their 
wheels. 

Eleanor Macy, chairwoman of 
Harlow Council’s environment and 
community committee, said this was 


proof nuisance riders were learning 
their lesson. 

“Mini-motos and other such bikes 
were a huge problem last year,” she 
said. “The problem hasn’t totally 
gone away but it seems to have 
reduced as riders get the message 
that we are carrying out surveillance. 

“There are a number of tracks that 
they can use perfectly legitimately 
that do not cause nuisance to local 
people. It can be very frightening to 
see these vehicles coming past you at 


speed on a footpath or in a park.” 

Harlow policeman Peter Cran, 
who has been closely involved with 
the operation, added: “The public 
crushing of these bikes sends out a 
clear message that we will not toler¬ 
ate mini-moto nuisance within our 
communities. 

“This is the second successful 
crushing event to be held and it is 
reassuring that the number of com¬ 
plaints and bikes seized for crushing 
has been dramatically reduced.”

A PIONEERING battery recy¬ 
cling scheme is to be expanded to 
the entirety of Harlow after 
receiving an electric response in 
its pilot programme. 

An additional 24,000 households are 
to be included in the scheme this month, 
bringing the total number of Harlow 
homes receiving collections to 30,000. 


All town properties 
with a ground floor 
front door are now 
able to recycle AAA, 
AA, C and D-size bat¬ 
teries as well as 
watch, mobile phone, 
laptop and recharge¬ 
able cells. 

Since the ground¬ 
breaking pilot was 
launched in April 
2006, more than 
40,000 batteries have 
been collected - the 
equivalent of more 
than one metric tonne 
of waste being divert¬ 
ed from landfill sites. 

Operated jointly by 
Harlow Council, the 
Environmental 
Conservation Co¬ 
operative and the 
Waste and Resources 
Action Programme, 
the Harlow scheme is 
one of 13 different 
types of battery recy¬ 
cling project through¬ 
out the UK. The 
Government will re¬ 
view all the schemes 
in April next year to 
identify the most 
effective method and 
then roll it out to the 
whole country. 

Harlow Council 
environment and

Great white... or a 


harmless impostor? 


THERE was excitement as well as 
some degree of panic last week 
after reports that a great white 
shark had been spotted in the 
sea off the coast of Cornwall. 

The sighting made front page news 
in some of the national newspapers 
and fears were expressed that 
holidaymakers enjoying the south 
coast sun could be at risk from 
attack if they went in for for swim. 

But it now seems that those fears 
may have been unfounded as it 
emerged that what was first 
thought to be Britain's answer to 
Jaws was more likely to have 
been a harmless lookalike. 

Marine wildlife experts now 
believe the beast was actually 
a porbeagle, a type of shark 
which looks like a great white 
but poses no threat to 


humans. 

Douglas Henderson, of the National Marine 
Aquarium in Plymouth, explained: "Great whites 
grow to about five or six metres in length 
while adult porbeagles are about three 
metres long. 

“It is quite likely that what was filmed 
was a larger, mature porbeagle and it 
was mistaken for a great white." 
Meanwhile, other experts have 
claimed that even if a great white 
shark was swimming in British 
waters it should not be a cause 
for concern. 

Dr Hilmar Hinz, an ocean 
researcher, said: “In the 
warmer waters of the 
Mediterranean there is an 
occasional sighting of a 
great white but that doesn’t 
stop anyone from going in 
the water there.”

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Calls restored for 
grieving widower 



A WIDOWER has told of 
his despair after his tele¬ 
phone was wrongly cut off, 
isolating him from his fami¬ 
ly - but thanked the Star for 
stepping in and resolving 
the situation. 

William Ritchie (70), of 
Woodcroft, Harlow, lost his wife 
Lilian in May after she contract¬ 
ed an infection while undergoing 
a routine operation at the town’s 
Princess Alexandra Hospital. 

During her stay in PAH, before 
she finally succumbed, Mr Ritchie 
phoned his wife at her bed using the 
costly Patientline system, running 
up a British Telecom bill of £500. 

The pensioner contacted BT to 
explain the situation and say that 
although he was willing to pay up, 
he had been hit with funeral expens¬ 
es and needed more time to settle the 
bill. 

He was told this would be fine but 
days later was shocked to find his 
telephone had been cut off. 

“My wife’s family and my family 
live all over the country and all over 
the world and all I wanted to do was 
have someone to talk to as well as 
arrange my wife’s memorial,” Mr 
Ritchie told the Star. 

“I called some of my wife’s fami¬ 
ly in Melbourne, Australia, for a

chat and to explain what had been 
happening - but when I put the 
phone down I got a call from a 
woman at BT demanding to know 
what on Earth I thought I was doing 
phoning Australia when I still owed 
them £140.” 

Mr Ritchie’s phone service was 
then reduced to local calls only, 
leaving him unable to make or 
receive calls from any of his family. 

To make matters worse, a few 
days later he was attacked in his 
home during a burglary. 

A tearful Mr Ritchie, speaking to 
the Star last week, added: “All I 
want is to talk to my family; I can’t 
even call Bedford, where some of 
them live. 

“I don’t know what else to do and 
I have got no-one else to turn to - 
after all, my lady isn’t just going to 
walk back through the door is she?” 

But after the Star contacted BT, 
the company agreed to remove the 
call barring. 

A spokesman for BT said: “We 
always endeavour to help our cus¬ 
tomers when we become aware of 
their circumstances and, having 
looked into the case and spoken with 
Mr Ritchie, we have agreed in this 
instance to remove the call barring.”

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I N a climate of over-sexualised 
teenagers, sexually transmitted 
disease and underage pregnancies, 
it is often difficult for young people to 
know where to turn in the event of a 
crisis in that department. 

Parents can seem unreasonable, health 
professionals intimidating and clinics 
impersonal, so teens will often bottle up their 
troubles, fears and frustrations, put on a 
brave face and carry on as normal. 

But now there is new help at hand for teenage 
girls who unexpectedly fall pregnant in Harlow 
and are desperate for advice and support. 

Run by the little-known Christian Revival Church, 
the “Help Me, I’m Pregnant” advice line seeks to 
offer support and a shoulder to cry on for 
pregnant girls aged 14-18 who don’t know where 
else to turn. 

Harlow CRC Pastor Ashok Jalalabadi, who gives 
weekly services on Sunday evenings from St 
James’ Primary School as well as helping to run 
the service, told the Star about the new helpline 
and spoke broadly of the challenges his church 
faces. 

’’The idea for the helpline came from our 
realisation that teenage girls often feel like they 
have nowhere to go to and no-one to talk to when 
faced with an unplanned pregnancy,” he said. “It 
can obviously be a very traumatic time and what 
we try to do is to help them in any way we can, 
from offering them help with buying maternity 
clothes to discussing their options for the future.” 
Perhaps sensing the inevitable question regarding 
his church’s stance on abortion, Mr Jalalabadi pre¬ 
empts scepticism by insisting that advisers do not 
give advice based solely on their religious beliefs. 
“Although we are obviously a pro-life organisation 
we will not tell teenagers that they shouldn’t 
under any circumstances get an abortion. We will 
support these girls whatever their decision, 
although we hope they choose to go through with 
their pregnancy. 

“These young girls are often frightened and 
confused. Sometimes they feel that because of the 
situation in which they find themselves, or 
because of family and financial pressures, they 
cannot go through with having a child. It is their 
decision and we will never tell them what to do, 
only offer support and advice.” 

Despite the CRC’s clear assertion on its website of 
its belief in sex only within marriage - adherence 
to this principle being an inherent requirement of 
membership - Pastor Jalalabadi said the CRC 
would welcome girls into its congregation despite 
past “mistakes”. 

“We are not here to turn people away for making 
mistakes,” he said. “That is not what the Bible 
teaches and should not be what Christianity is 
about. Of course, we will welcome these girls into 
our church if they want to join us, but I must 
stress that this is not the reason we are running 
this helpline. 

“We offer advice with no strings attached. There 
is no hidden agenda - we aren't trying to preach 
and convert these girls, which is obviously what 
sceptics may assume. We just want to reach out to 
the young and help make their lives easier and 
more joyful in any way we can.” 

But what do the health professionals think of the 
new service? Is it something they see as 
complementary or contradictory to the qualified 
advice already available to pregnant teens via the 
One Stop Shop For Health at the Young Person’s 
Information Centre, in Occasio House? 

OSSFH lead nurse Mary Jackson said: “As long 
as the girls aren’t being pushed into doing 
something they don’t want to I don’t see any 
problem with the helpline. Anything that offers 
support and care to these teenagers in what is 
usually a very traumatic time should be 
welcomed. 

“Obviously, the volunteers on this helpline are not 
qualified to give medical advice, but if they can 
provide a shoulder to cry on without being 
judgemental then I see it as something positive 
that complements the work we do at the YPIC. 
“Harlow has a relatively high number of teenage 
pregnancies and I would like to talk to Mr 
Jalalabadi about possibly working alongside each

other to reach out to those teens affected and 
provide them with the support they desperately 
need.” 


A s a former mathematics and physics 
teacher at three Harlow secondary 
schools, Mr Jalalabadi evidently has a 
good grasp of the real challenges youngsters in 
the town face as they grow up. He sees 
frustration, apathy and a general lack of ambition 
as a malaise blighting bored youths and also 
hopes the CRC can make headway by effectively 
tackling these issues and re-engaging youngsters 
with the community. 

“Having been a teacher in Harlow, I am known to 
about 2,000 youngsters in the town and I 
understand some of the problems they face,” he 
said. “Many young people feel as though they 
have nothing to aspire to and instead just leave 
school and move straight onto benefits without a 
thought for the amazing potential their lives offer. 


“We want to re-engage these frustrated teenagers 
with life and help them set goals and achieve 
them. We are reaching out to youngsters with a 
repackaged version of the Christian faith - one 
that is directly relevant to society today. 

“Many youngsters will not even think about 
approaching their church in times of need. Other 
churches have become associated with middle- 
class morality and seem to be losing touch with 
reality and the ever-changing world, and young 
people especially look upon them with a degree of 
scepticism 

“We, on the other hand, are friendly, approachable 
and informal, spreading God’s love and inviting 
people to start enjoying their lives.” 

Only time will tell if the CRC manages to fulfil 
its vision for Harlow’s young people, but whatever 
your thoughts on organised religion, underage 
pregnancy and abortion, there is no doubt that an 
increasing number of teenage girls in the town 
need somewhere to turn where they won’t be 
judged or berated for their mistakes.

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Estate agents brand 
packs a 'stealth tax' 


ESTATE agents in the Star’s 
circulation area have branded the 
Government’s controversial Home 
Improvement Packs little more 
than a stealth tax on homeowners. 
The packs - compulsory for houses 
with four or more bedrooms - were 
launched last Wednesday and will cost 
up to £400. 

The Association of Home Improvement Pack 
Providers (AHIPP) claim they will make the 
buying and selling process easier, combining 
vital information such as standard searches 
and sales statements with a new Energy 
Performance Certificate. 

But estate agents have heavily criticised the 
scheme, claiming HIPs will instead over¬ 
complicate procedures and create an 
unnecessary extra tier of bureaucracy. 

Alan Howick, partner in Old Harlow firm 
Howick And Brooker, complained: “The 
government have missed a golden 
opportunity to make useful changes to the 
buying and selling process. 

“The HIPs as they have been introduced now 
bear very little resemblance to what anyone 
in my industry hoped for when the plans first 
emerged. 

“The launch has been a massive anticlimax. 
Personally, I would have liked to have seen 
something akin to a car’s log book, whereby 
homeowners have to carry out specific safety 
checks every so often and keep a record. 

“I think this is little more than a stealth tax 
on homeowners - the Government will make

a nice little profit out of this scheme for not 
really changing anything at all.” 

Paul Donovan, manager of Sawbridgeworth 
estate agent Wright & Co, added: “The 
Government’s claim that it will speed up the 
process is absolute nonsense. 

“A house purchase can only go ahead as fast 
as other deals in the same chain move, and 
those lower in the chain will inevitably be 
selling smaller homes and won't need a HIP, 
so it will make no difference to completion 
times whatsoever. 

“I think it’s safe to say our Government has 
been browbeaten into this by Brussels, and to 
show we are leading the way after signing the 
Kyoto Agreement in terms of reducing our 
carbon footprint by introducing this Energy 
Performance Certificate.” 

But AHIPP director general Mike Ockenden 
rejected the concerns: “There has been much 
misinformation and misguidance from 
various opposition spokespeople but the 
reality is that HIPs are here and we now need 
to embrace them and ensure their smooth and 
successful implementation for the benefit of 
all involved. 

“This is the first major change to improve the 
house buying and selling process for over 75 
years and, as with any major reform, there is 
going to be a period of bedding in. However, 
we must keep in mind the long-term 
improvements that packs will bring to our 
long-suffering home-owning public.”

A CELEBRATION of Harlow’s unique 
public sculpture collection has proved a 
massive success, drawing art lovers to 
the town from far afield. 

Outside Inside - at the Gibberd Gallery, in 
Harlow Civic Centre, until September 22 - 
aims to complement the 50 pieces of 
sculpture dotted throughout the town with 
other pieces by the same artists. 

Organised by Friends of Harlow Sculpture, set up 
last year to protect and popularise Harlow’s 
renowned sculpture legacy, the exhibition 
includes works by Henry Moore, John Mills, Allan 
Sly, Angela Godfrey and others. 

It has been funded by an £8,000 National Lottery 
grant and all the works are on loan from private 
collectors or the sculptors themselves. 

Friends spokeswoman Jackie Storey said: ‘As we 
mark the 60th anniversary of Harlow, it is most 
fitting that the importance of sculpture in the 
town is also recognised.

JAMES AND THE QUIET 

Wooden Wand (album, Ecstatic Peace) 

While comparisons with Dylan are almost always a kiss of death 
for the artist in question, it’s safe to say the remarkable James 
Jackson Toth can bear the burden of expectation that walks hand 
in hand with such a bold billing. An album of stark, autumnal 
beauty brimming with references to vengeful gods and ne’er-do- 
wells, this solo effort is Americana with a blackened heart and 
never too much whiskey. The outstanding We Must Also Love 
The Thieves is a slow-burning, stoned shuffle through territory 
last explored by Neil Young in his mid-’70s prime, while opener 
The Pushers is all dark and brooding countrified folk with a 
troubled conscience. A remarkable release from an unsung 
American folk hero. 

FINDING FOREVER 

Common (Island, album) 

A soulful and beautifully produced piece of hip-hop, which is 
sure to get the accountants loosening their ties at their pal’s 
barbecue. While a lot more rough-edged than the flimsy summer 


Will Smith-style rap, there are moments of pure loveliness, a rap 
over the top of Nina Simone’s Misunderstood being masterful.

MAKING ME MONEY

A past woven in poignant memory 


DISTANT VOICES, STILL LIVES 

(BFI, 12, retail) 

Terence Davies’ astoundingly rich cinematic poem to 
the power of elusive memory is every inch the 
masterpiece it was hailed on first release in 1988. 
Superficially, it tells (in random episodic form) of life 
in a working class Liverpool family from the Second 
World War to the late 1950s. 

But the way Davies marshals and presents his 
autobiographic material gives it both a stately gravitas 
and a dream-like intensity as one moment bleeds into 
the next or echoes off others, the sad spectacle of 
another generation of women drifting into the same 
frustrated repression as their mothers calling to mind 
Mark Twain’s attributed dictum that history doesn’t 
repeat itself, but it does rhyme. 

The first half, Distant Voices , revolves primarily 
around those memories concerning the family’s 
violent, sadistic patriarch. Pete Postlethwaite gives an 
incredible performance, both menacing and touching, 
of a man whose economic and social impotence 
outside the home translates into tyranny and brutality 
within its walls. 

Postlethwaite’s savage credibility is tempered with 
scenes of affection for his family and a hint that his 
rages may be the manifestation of a mental condition, 
a duality making it all the more difficult to know what 
to feel as he lies dying in a hospital bed. 

The second half, Still Lives , is concerned with family 
life post-father and, as in the first part, the memories 
revolve largely around major social occasions from 
funerals and marriages to big nights out down the 
pub. If the times seem to have changed for the better, 
it’s an optimism quietly brought down to size by the 
realisation that many of the characters are moving 
inexorably into lives as narrowly confined as those of 
their elders. 

Quite aside from the turbulent highs and lows of one 
family, Distant Voices, Still Lives is also peerless when 
it comes to capturing a heady snapshot of working 
class social life in those days; indeed, so prevalent is 
the unaccompanied singing of popular songs that the 
film feels akin to the work of Dennis Potter, 
particularly as the lyrics tends to ironically comment 
on the narrative and characters. 

A genuine, beautiful gem of British cinema, 
complemented by a fascinating director’s 
commentary and interview.

THE FRUIT MACHINE 

(Network, 15, retail) 

An uneven but not unlikeable 1988 British thriller 
which starts out with two gay teenage boys, Eddie 
with a bullying dad and Michael on the lam from a 
detention centre, going on the run from Liverpool 
after witnessing what appears to be the gangland 
execution of a flamboyant drag queen (bizarrely, 
Robbie Coltrane) in his own club. 

Their paths cross those of a bisexual ageing opera 
singer and his scheming wife, who take them down 
to Brighton where Eddie inexplicably becomes 
obsessed with the idea of freeing a performing 
dolphin from Wonderland. 

As a story of two young urban lads at large in the 



wider world, it’s a fairly engaging little drama; but 
where The Fruit Machine comes horribly unstuck is 
over its decision to set an assassin on their heels of 
the preposterously unlikely, flamboyant sub-Bond 
villain type and then to try to force the plot into the 
territory of tense thriller just minutes from the end.

THE CONTRACT 

(Lions Gate Home Entertainment, 15, retail & rental) 

With Bruce ( Driving Miss Daisy) Beresford directing 
and the ever-amiable John Cusack and Morgan 
Freeman at the top of a good cast, it’s something of a 
mystery why this unspectacular but serviceable 
thriller was dumped direct-to-disc. 

Ray (Cusack) is a dad with some parenting issues 
who tries to get chummy with his cranky teenage son 
on a camping trip but finds their bonding session 
interrupted by escaped world-class hitman Frank 
(Freeman, at his most menacingly genial). 

Even though Frank’s heavily armed goons are right 
behind them, Ray decides to do the heroic-role-model 
thing and take him in. 

The Contract's major failing is that the plot’s so 
familiar it leaves the viewer several beats ahead of the 
characters all the time; fortunately, Cusack and 
Freeman are as enjoyable as ever and go a long way 
to keep it engaging.

THE CONTRACTOR 

(Sony Pictures, 15, retail & rental) 

Now that the Blade franchise is looking long-term 
dead after being clumsily staked in the back by writer 
David Goyer’s laughably inept flailings in the 
director’s seat for Blade Trinity, poor Wesley Snipes 


finds himself without an A-list franchise to cling to 
and tumbling inexorably into direct-to-disc purgatory. 
Here he’s James Dial, a world champion hitman sent 
by some CIA/FBI covert operation to whack a terrorist 
suspect in Britain. The hit goes off okay but the 
getaway is laced with three different flavours of cock- 
up and Dial finds himself hiding in a safe house, at 
which point it all goes a bit Leon as he’s befriended 
and helped by orphaned teen Emily (Eliza Bennett). 
The modest budget shows in the restrained and 
infrequent action sequences but, as with the similarly 
titled and themed The Contract, a solid cast 
(including Charles Dance and Ralph Brown) goes a 
long way to making it a bit more of a character piece.

BLESS ME, FATHER 

(Network, PG, retail) 

Made in 1978-81, this gently amusing sitcom can be 
legitimately seen as something of a trailblazer for 
Father Ted. 

However, whereas Father Ted was more of a savage 
comedic lightning bolt to the heart of Catholic Church 
cliches, Bless Me, Father is an altogether cosier, more 
gently wry and, most importantly, respectful 
lampooning of the institution. 

The incomparable Arthur Lowe is great as wily Father 
Duddleswell, the mischievous, occasionally sharp- 
tongued and eccentric parish priest of St Jude’s in 
1950s London who has more in common with 
Porridge's Norman Fletcher than Father Ted Crilly. 

Into his life and under his wing comes naive new 
curate Neil, setting up a comedy partnership of crafty 
mentor and novice pupil which drives most of the 
three series’ worth of 21 episodes collected here over 
three discs.

I N the shadow of the plush 
new multi-million pound 
Mark Hall Sportscentre 
lays an equally important and 
extremely unique community 
facility, which is run solely by 
a hard-working band of kind- 
hearted volunteers. 

The Norman Booth Leisure Centre 
has been thriving since it was 
taken over by the BATTS (Booth 
Academy of Table Tennis) club a 
couple of years ago. 

There was outrage when the centre 
was shut down for two years after a 
lack of funds forced Harlow Council 
to close the venue several years ago. 
But the facility, tucked away at the end 
of Elderfield in Old Harlow, now is a 
home to all sorts of sports, including 
badminton, basketball, short-mat 
bowls, indoor cricket and five-a-side 
football, as well as its staple of table 
tennis. 




And now the venue is closing in on a 
£210,000 revamp. 

The Kier Group, which carries out 
contracting work for Harlow Council, 
will next year begin a complete 
renovation of the complex, which was 
originally built in 1985. 

A grant of £17,000 from Essex County 
Council’s Community 
Incentives Fund in June means 
the organisation has now 
acquired an incredible 
£150,000 towards the cost of 
the scheme which must start 
by March. 

It means the table tennis club 
and centre volunteers must 
now find another £60,000 in 
the next seven months or so to 
get the exciting project off the 
ground. 

The work involves building 
plush new changing rooms 
and toilets, plus refurbishment 
work to the kitchen and office 
and installing a lift for 
disabled people. 

Most importantly a stunning new 
balcony will be built so spectators can 
enjoy some refreshments while taking 
in some of the exciting sport the 
facility has to offer. 

BATTS changed its name to Booth 
from Burnt Mill when it moved from 
its former home at the First Avenue 
secondary school to Old Harlow. 
Harlow Council had invited 
organisations to tender bids to run the 
sports centre and BATTS’ offer was 
successful and it switched sites in 
2006. This was principally because the 
council wanted a group which would 
operate the complex with few running 
costs — i.e. no wages!

“The council looked for voluntary 
groups to put bids in. They liked our 
plan. They don’t want a group making 
money out of it. All our money goes 
back into the centre,” explained 55- 
year-old BATTS club secretary Neil 
Brierley, who has been playing table 
tennis for 40 years. 

“The local people think it’s a fantastic 
thing. They hated seeing it shut down. 
The people love it and want to support 
it. That’s why we are so successful.” 
Local residents were desperate to see 
the sports facility re-open and now 12 
volunteers work free of charge, so the 
centre do not have to pay staffing 
costs. 


The complex relies on the tireless 
voluntary work of people like 77-year- 
old Ed Nickless, Brierley and 
chairman Eric Todd, and the rest if its 
bands of volunteers. These people are 
at the very heart of its success by 
opening and closing the venue and 
making sure the different sports are 
run on time and well catered for. 
Nickless might be approaching 80 but 
even he still plays table tennis, often 
with his son-in-law Dave Witteridge 
and grandson Ian (21). 

Unlike Mark Hall, the ‘part-time’ 
Norman Booth centre is typically open 
between 35 and 50 hours a week, but 
there is scope for it to be open for up 
to 168 hours — that is if more

volunteers can be found. 

The complex may appear to be shut at 
times, but clubs and organisations can 
use the facilities —just contact people 
like Brierley and he can make sure 
Norman Booth is your new home. 

“We are looking to recruit [table 
tennis] players and clubs who want to 
start a new activity here,” said 
Brierley. “If someone wants to start a 
badminton club for two hours a day, 
we will let them in. In addition, 
football clubs can come forward to run 
five-a-side football.” 

All monies made go towards the 
running costs and anything else is 
pumped into the refurbishment fund. 
Obviously most financial help comes 
from BATTS, which now has 80 table 
tennis players, while England 
internationals Clive Carthy and Joe 
Kennedy run coaching sessions at the 
complex on Friday evenings. 

There are plenty of talented players at 
the club, including some who have 
won on the national stage. 

Sarra Wang (17) and Haylee Potts (14) 
have both won UK junior girls titles. 
The centre could also be home to 2012 
Olympic Games competitors — if it is 
successful in its bid to become a table 
tennis and badminton training venue 
for the London event. 

In these days of money-making 
corporations dominating the sports and 
leisure market, the Norman Booth 
Leisure Centre is a breath of fresh air.

Former GP 
was hero for 
community 

OLDER readers may be well aware 
of the work of Old Harlow GP 
Norman Booth, but many will have 
never heard of this ‘community 
hero’. 

When Harlow Council completed 
the construction of the Old Harlow 
sports complex in July 1985, it 
decided to name it after the doctor, 
who worked tirelessly for the local 
community. 

This year commemorates the 35th 
anniversary of the death of Dr 
Booth, who worked as a GP in Old 
Harlow from 1927 until 1965. 

In addition to his medical activities 
he was extremely active in sporting 
and leisure activities. 

He served on various sporting 
clubs and was president of Old 
Harlow Football Club, as well as 
the bowls club and cricket club in 
the old town. 

He used to organise a cricket team 
called the Dr Booth XI, which 
played matches against sides from 
surrounding villages. 

The annual highlight was the 
team’s tour in Wells, Somerset. 

Dr Booth also played hockey for 
Harlow. 

So, as you can see, Dr Booth was 
an all-round sports man and fan. 

A tribute to Dr Booth on the notice 
board at the Norman Booth 
Leisure Centre says: “Norman 
Booth was a man who worked 
tirelessly for the good of the Old 
Harlow community both in his 
professional life and sporting and 
welfare activities. 

“He was the sort of man who saw a 
need and then set about quietly 
organising something to fill that 
need. He was an unassuming 
personality who played a most 
valuable role in the Old Harlow 
community.”

CALVIN Barnes leapt up to 14th place in 
the junior men’s UK rankings — after a 
season best 6.92m in the long jump.
